


Science department awarded 


The Atomic EnergyCom- 
mission has given a grant of 
$10,000 to the SSC science de- 
partment, announced Dr. Carl 
Ludwig, head of the Life Science 
Department. 

The grant will be used to 
purchase laboratory equipment 
for research in the field of 
nuclear technology and to es- 
tablish special instructional 
programs in the life sciences. 

Received early in November, 
the grant was based upon a 
proposal by Dr. Marlin Bolar,

$100 million master 


plan 


Sacramento State College will 
develop from a small state 
college into a major educational 
institution in the next 25 years. 

This fact was brought tolight 
at the official unveiling of SSC’s 
master development plan Tues- 
day in the Little Theater. The 
community, news media and 
students were briefed on future 
campus construction by Dr. 
John Cox, executive dean, and 
Albert Dreyfuss, of the 
college’s consulting architects, 
Dreyfuss and Blackford, 

The master plan depicts 35 
new campus buildings at a cost 
of between $100 million to $150 
millions, It took two years to 
formulate the plan, 

Cox explained the purpose of 
the plan as an attempt to de- 
velop the campus in harmony 
with the growing amount of 
students. 

State officials have pre- 
dicted SSC will reach 20,000 
full time enrollment (30,000 
students) by the late 1980's 
or early 1990’s. Cox stated 
the college has 5,400 fu'l time

students and overall enrol] ment 
of 8,300. 

Dreyfuss declared the mas- 
ter plan will be reviewed by 
the campus planning committee 
and the chancellor’s office be- 
fore it is presented to the 
board of trustees in late Jan- 
uary or early February, 

The campus architect 
stressed the majority of the 
proposed buildings will be 
located south of Sinclair Road, 
which runs across a sovthern 
portion of the present campus. 
In eventuality, the present cam- 
pus buildings will be secon- 
dary in nature as far as 
student use is concerned. 

Dormitories which will ul- 
timately hold 5,100 residents 
are planned, Dreyfuss pointed 
out. There are now 600 stu- 
dents residing in the dormi- 
tories, Four new dormitory 
cafeterias are also envisioned. 
When the projected master plan 
is completed 25% of the full 
time students will be living on 
campus. This is compared to

However, continued Walters, 
he is alarmed by the forces at 
work that prevent the student 
from engaging in the type of 
program he needs. Among 
problems are the large num- 
ber of closed and overcrowded 
sections. 

Coupled with this, he pointed 
out, is the fact that courses 
which can’t limit enrollment-- 
those required such as Eng- 
lish 1A--are getting tremen- 
dously large.

seeabie future a point will be 
reached where there will just 
not be enough qualified in- 
structors to go around. In this 
situation, Walters sees tele- 
vision as an important answer 
to the problem. 

Walters set up the tele- 
vision program here in the 
spring of 1961 and since then 
$60,000 has been spent on it. 
Three rooms in the Education 
Building were remodeled into 
a studio, control room and 
maintenance-stor age room. 

The program has a three- 
fold purpose. The first is to 
serve as an instructional tool 
in such areas as multi- 
sectioned courses. (Education 
100 uses television exten- 
sively).

less than 10% campus residents 
at present. 

The master plan’s most not- 
able structures include the al- 
ready approved six story 
science building, a four story 
music building, a new seven 
story library and a nine story 
dormitory, located at the 
college’s south end. 

Both the science and music 
buildings wili be ready for use 
in 1966. The addition of the 
science building wouldincrease 
SSC classrooms by one half, 
Cox declared. 

Most of the south campus 
future buildings will form a 
semi-circle around the new 
library, Dreyfuss stated. 

The architect said the new 
campus also change from a 
horizontal to a vertical college, 
architectually speaking. This 
is because of the limited space 
available and walking distances. 

‘We also will carry out the 
concept of dense planting which 


is an attractive feature of the 
present campus,’’ he added. 

Plans include a 10,000 seat 
stadium that eventually will be 
increased to 25,000. Space for 
an auditorium is provided. But 
because of lack of state monies 
no capital outlay funds are a- 
vailable for stadiums or au- 
ditoriums, Cox explained. 

The campus traffic problem 

was discussed at some length 
by Dreyfuss. He said 8,000 
parking spaces are planned. 
Another entrance to the college 
will be added making a total 
of seven incoming lanes. 
» Guy West, SSC president, iast 
week asked the city council to 
submit a detailed plan of a 
future traffic interchange on 
J Street. 

To allow completion of the 
master plan, the SSC architects 
need adequate knowledge of how 
the interchange will be de- 
signed, Dreyfuss commented.
